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Greater Hyderabad civic polls code halts cash aid supply to 
flood-hit families

Hyderabad: The Telangana state election commission has ordered to stop the distribution of Rs 10,000 cash aid to flood victims 
in Hyderabad. The SEC said the code of conduct for the Greater Hyderabad Municipal Corporation (GHMC) has come into 
force. 

It may be mentioned that the election schedule was announced on Tuesday. The polling is scheduled for December 1, for which 
nominations process began on Wednesday. 

The K Chandrasekhar Rao government has announced Rs 10,000 as cash assistance to every family affected by the recent rains 
and floods. The CM released Rs 550 crore and offered to grant more, based on the requirement. Several lakhs of families were 
badly affected by the heavy rains. 

Elected representatives and officials distributed the money to some families but was stopped after many families complained of 
irregularities and corruption. The government asked the people to register names online at Mee Seva Centres so that the cash 
could be transferred directly into the accounts of eligible individuals. The registration process continued till the sudden stoppage 
on Wednesday afternoon. There were serpentine queues at the centres. 

Meanwhile, a large number of families are still in the process of coming back to their homes. The SEC said distribution of 
monetary support could be restored after the elections on December 1.
